I have a letter saying that an effort 
w ill be made to keep me from taking my 
seat,” said the general, “ but I do not 
see w'hy such an effort should be sue- 
sessful. 
The objection is that I W'as not 
on hand to be sworn in and it is stated 
that I was holding another position that 
militates my right to be elected. 
I shall 
go to Washington, having resigned from 
the army and with a proper certifioatt 
of election aud expect to lie sworn in.
